IN COMMEMORATION OF OUR 79th ANNIVERSARY we take great 
pleasure in paying tribute to MR. LEONARD COATES who opened this Nursery 
in Napa in 1878, later moving to Morgan Hill in 1904, where climatic and 
water conditions were ideal to establish a propagating Nursery. In 1920 a 
Sales Yard and Main Office were opened at the present address in Jan Jose. 


Mr. Coates was the first to recognize the great future of California Native 
trees and shrubs and started to grow and introduce some of the most promis- 
ing varieties. By gradually adding new and interesting ones we are now the 
largest growers and distributors in the State. 


He also originated the Coates 1418 French Prune and there are today hun- 
dreds of acres planted to this variety throughout California. He was the first 
to introduce the President Plum, several varieties of Cherries, Concord Wal- 
nut and many other fruits that are on the market today. 


We grow practically all the varieties of plants that are found to do well in 
Central California and are constantly adding new and interesting varieties 
that we feel have merit to our large assortment.

Conifers 


Available in 5-gallon containers or balled in burlap 
Smaller sizes available in gallon containers 


Permanence and year-round beauty are not the only attributes 
of this group of evergreens. From large trees for specimens 
and windbreaks we have many hard to beat dwarf shrubs for 
foundation planting, ground covers, and other uses. They do 
best in sunny location, are not fussy about fertilizer and need 
little pruning. If growth is too rapid cutting back of tip growth 
encourages bushier specimens. 


ABIES—The Fir 


Abies concolor (White Fir). Sometimes called Silver Fir. This is one of the 
stateliest and loveliest of all ‘‘Christmas Tree’’ type conifers. Growth is slow 
to moderate, making a pyramid of soft silvery gray-green needles. Makes a 
lawn specimen of considerable value. Balled $3.50 to $5.00. 


CEDRUS—The Cedars 


Cedrus atlantica (Mt. Atlas Cedar). A very handsome evergreen tree with 
stiff dark green branches. Makes a fine specimen tree where space will permit. 
l-gal. $1.50; Balled $3.50 to $6.00. 


Cedrus deodara (Deodar or Indian Cedar). A very popular cedar with free 
growing gray-green foliage and horizontal branches clear to the ground. 
Much used as a living Christmas tree. Rapid in growth and neat in appearance 
the year round.

Chamaecyparis lawsoniana ailumii (Scarab or Blue Lawson). Medium growing pyra- 
mid of blue green foliage, compact and neat in appearance. Useful as an accent plant 
in foundation planting. Does not need shearing to keep a dense form. Balled $3.50 to

Chamaecyparis lawsoniana allumi azurea (New) . 
Foliage a shimmery silver-green that is distinctly 
outstanding. Grows more dwarf than alumi.

Chamaecyparis lawsoniana ellwoodi (Elwood Cy- 
press). One of the finest recent introductions. 
Like allumii, in color and form, but the foliage is 
fluffy in appearance. Upright, dense growth of 
blue green.

Chamaecyparis lawsoniana fietcheri. An attrac- 
tive upright shrub with foliage resembling El- 
woodi, but growth is more open and spreading.

Chamaecyparis lawsoniana nidiformis (Birdsnest 
Cypress). Low, bushy and compact in growth. 
This variety is just right in the foreground plant- 
ing about the house.

Chamaecyparis lawsoniana wisseli (Wissel Cypress). 
Makes an upright column of dark green foliage ar- 
ranged in crisp fern-like fronds.

A variety that is rather 
new—slow to medium growth with bright fern-like 
foliage.

Low, globular plant with dense overlapping fronds of 
soft, deep green. Very slow growing and one of the 
best shrubs for an accent in foundation or garden.

A very 
dwarf variety ideal for planting around low 
porches, or french windows, where the plants 
will not obstruct the view. A very pleasing 
silvery foliage, outstanding from other plants, 
makes this variety a very desirable evergreen 
shrub.

CRYPTOMERIA—Japanese Cedar 


Cryptomeria japonica elegans (Plume Ce- 
dar). Dense, compact growth with feathery 
foliage similar to Plume Cypress but rich 
green in summer, coppery in winter. Balled

Cryptomeria japonica nana (Dwarf Japanese 
Cedar). A dwarf, slow growing, compact, 
globular variety. Does well in either sun or 
shade. One of the most popular of the dwarf 
varieties. Balled $3.50 to $4.00. 


CUPRESSUS—The Cypress 


Cupressus arizonica (Arizona Cypress) . Rapid 
growing cypress. Foliage grey-green, densely 
clothing a spreading, columnar tree. Stout 
branches. Hardy and especially useful in 
warmer sections. Balled $3.50 to $5.00; 
1-gal. $1.25. 


Cupressus sepervirens (Italian Cypress). Tall 
slender columnar tree used as an accent plant 
about house and along drives where it re- 
quires very little space to grow. Deep green 
closely set foliage.

PICEA—The Spruce 


Picea excelsa (Norway Spruce). One of the 
best types for ‘‘Living Christmas” trees, espe- 
cially as a lawn specimen. Growth very sym- 
metrical, opening enough to decorate with 
lights. Dark, rich green foliage. Moderate 
growth. Balled $3.75 to $5.75. 


Picea pungens (Colorado Spruce). Stiffer in 
appearance and much slower growing than 
others. Makes an excellent Christmas tree or 
small specimen. Balled $7.50 to $10.00.

PINES 


Pinus patula (Mexican Pine). One of the 
most striking of our pines with very long 
light green needles that hang down from 
the branches. Grows to a medium size tree.

JUNIPERUS—The Junipers 


Juniper Armstrongi (Armstrong Juniper) . An 
excellent type of Juniper pfitzeriana; more 
compact, with a more bluish tinge and softer 
foliage than the pfitzeriana. 1-gal. $1.50;

Juniper Chinensis glauca hetzi. A fine spread- 
ing Juniper with soft blue foliage with habit 
of growth similar to pfitzeriana. 1I-gal.

Juniperus chinensis pfitzeriana (Pfitzer Ju- 
niper). Best known and most widely planted 
evergreen. Makes a low spreading ground 
cover or if staked a 3-4 foot specimen with 
spreading branches.

Juniperus chinensis torulosa (Hollywood Ju- 
niper or Twisted Juniper). Medium tall with 
natural, picturesque growth of branches. Deep 
green foliage clothes the upright and arching 
branches. Truly a specimen or accent plant.

Juniper procumbens (Trailing Juniper). A 
beautiful creeping variety having dense, com- 
pact blue-green foliage.

Juniper wilsoni. A medium to fast growing, 
spreading shrub with both scale and needle 
foliage.

Metasequoia glyptostroboides (Dawn Red- 
wood). This is the famous Dawn Redwood 
recently discovered in the interior of China. 
This deciduous conifer is a fast growing tree 
with fine feathery light green foliage that 
makes it an unusually attractive and interest- 
ing tree.

TAXUS—The Yew 


Taxus baccata fastigiata (Irish Yew). Tall, 
slender column of very deep green. Medium 
height.

Thuja occidentalis pyramidalis (Pyramidal 
Arborvitae). Slender growing pyramid of 
deep green foliage. An exceptionally good 
plant for entrances, accents or hedges. Balled

TRUMPET VINE 


Bignonia tweediana (Yellow Trumpet Vine) . 
Bright canary yellow flowers about 2 inches 
long in good sized clusters. 5-gal. $4.00; 
I-gal. $1.25. 


Bignonia violacea (Lavender Trumpet). Light 
lavender flowers with deeper veins. 5-gal. 
$4.00; l-gal. $1.25. 


Bougainvillea braziliensis. Large rosy purple 
flowers throughout most of the year. Hardiest 
of all Bougainvilleas. 5-gal. $5.75; 1-gal.

Bougainvillea Crimson Lake. This very popu- 
lar variety produces rich bright deep crimson 
flowers.

Clematis Armandi. This evergreen Clematis 
has proven to be one of our most popular 
varieties.

Hedera canariensis variegata. Leaves varie- 
gated with many interesting patterns of white.

Hibbertia volubilis. A medium growing ever- 
green climber with large single yellow flow- 
ers with long dark green leaves that make a 
handsome plant the year around. 1-gal. $1.50. 


Jasminum primulinum (Primrose Jasmine). 
A rapidly growing vine with double yellow 
flowers 2 inches across which appear in 
winter.

Passiflora incarnata. A tall climber which 
grows in dry places, producing white and light 
purple flowers.

Passiflora Mollissima (Pink Passion). A rapid 
growing, free blooming vine, producing pink 
flowers. ]-gal. $1.25. 


Plumbago capensis (Cape Plumbago). Fast 
growing vine with racemes of sky - blue 
flowers.

Polygonum auberti (Silver Lace Vine). A 
very beautiful, graceful climber. It produces 
masses of lacy, misty white flowers over the 
entire plant. Has a long blooming period. 
I-gal. $1.25. 


Trachelospermum jasminoides (Star Jas- 
mine). Delicate twining vine with pointed 
leathery deep green leaves; clusters of pure 
white pin-wheel shaped flowers. Fragrance 
increases in evening.

Wisteria floribunda (grafted). This vine has 
long slender racemes of small flowers, those 
at the top being fully open while the lower 
ones are small buds. This lengthens the 
blooming period until the leaves are fairly 
well out. $2.50 to $3.50 each. 


Wisteria longissima. Has extra-long clusters 
of lavender blue flowers. Can produce clus- 
ters of from 4 to 6 feet in length. $2.50 to

Used for 
wreaths and other decorations. 


Five Finger. This well known fern is particu- 
larly lovely in woodland gardens. The leaf- 
lets are pale, translucent green. 


Deer Tongue. A hardy fern of true beauty. 
The ends of the fronds are curled and twisted 
into a beautiful crest.

Large peony-flowers of 
soft rose with center of tightly curled pet- 
als, with white markings. 


Colonel Firey. The finest of all red Camel- 
lias. The flat flowers are a rich glowing 
crimson often 6 inches across. 


Daikagura. Earliest of the larger sorts to 
flower. Double with a center of small 
twisted petals, bright rose with white 
splashes. Fragrant. 


Debutante. One of the finest newer va- 
rieties with beautiful fully double ball- 
shaped flowers in a delicate shade of pink. 
Ideal as a corsage flower. 


Duchess of Sutherland. Large, pure white, 
semi-double flowers. The outer petals flat, 
and the inner ones curled. 


Elena Nobile. Flowers double, large clear 
red and symmetrical, late bloomer. 


Emperor of Russia. An unusual variety 
with large red flowers which appear to en- 
close two or three smaller flowers, but are 
recurved smaller central petals. 


Emperor Wilhelm. One of the very best 
peony type camellias grown. Large waxy 
blooms of bright red blotched and streaked 
with white. Very distinctive. 


Finlandia (Dearest). A medium, compact 
grower with large fluted semi-double flow- 
ers. 


Finlandia Variegated. A beautiful varie- 
gated form of the above. 


Francine. In every way this variety is like 
Chandleri elegans—in size of flower, form 
and blooming and growth habit but the 
color is a uniform Camellia rose through- 
out. 


Glen 40. Beautiful, large deep red flow- 
ers; form double. A slow, compact, up- 
right grower. 
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Grandiflora Rosea. One of the finest deep 
pink semi-double Camellias. From salmon- 
rose to bright, deep pink. Very large, 
flat stamens in center. Vigorous, upright 
growth with large, shining, pointed dark 
green foliage. 


Herme. A really striking type with attrac- 
tive variegated flowers borne in profusion. 


Imperator. Large light red blooms of loose 
peony form. Bushy grower, stands sun. 


Julia Drayton. Huge flowers, often seven 
inches across, of brilliant scarlet, uniform, 
and beautifully veined. Double with high 
pointed center. 


Kumasaka. Large rose-pink flowers, rather 
loose, with a pleasing fragrance. Center 
petals curled showing golden stamens— 
prolific bloomer. 


Lady Campbell (Covina). This is one of 
our hardiest Camellias, an upright, com- 
pact, fast grower with medium-size dou- 
ble red flowers.
